Protection of Wagner Act. 


It is ciear that so long as the 
Wagner Act remains in force 
many of the things that were done 
in opposition to the United Mine 
Workers of America in 1920 can- 


The situation may be briefly 
stated by saying that all but 10 per 
cent of the annual production of 
coal in the United States is under 
union shop conditions, and 95 per 
cent of the mine workers who pro- 
duce coal under open shop condi- 
tions are members of the United 
Mine Workers of America. In 
other words, for every 200 mine 
workers, there is one individual 
who has not joined the union. 

The United Mine Workers stress 
the importance and the desirability 
of industry-wide collective bar- 
gaining revulting in a uniform con- 
tract for the whole industry. Col- 
lective bargaining in the bituminous 
coal industry has never attained 
this level. In 1933 and 1934 the 
Appalachian Conference was estab- 
lished, in which the United Mine 
Workers of America bargained with 
the commercial operators in the 
Appalachian area as a unit. The 
captive mine operators did not en- 
ter the Appalachian Conference. 
They have operated under indi- 
vidual contracts with the United 
Mine Workers of America since 
1983 and those contracts have not 
included the union shop provision. 


No-Strike Clause. 


In 1939 the United Mine Work- 
ers of America proposed to the 
Appalachian Conference and to the 
operators involved in this dispute 
a union shop agreement. 

They proposed also to fortify the 
no-strike provigion of the agree- 
ment by a penalty clause which 
provided that if any mine workers 
violated the no-strike rule they 
would be subject to specified fines.

minds could fairly differ as to 
where our safety lies, as to what 
course best served our interest. 

Irrevocable Decision. 

“That issue was argued and de- 
bated and a decision reached. That 
decision is now irrevocable. It de- 
mands the full weight of our power 
and resources against the aggres- 
sor. 

“Opposition, under such circum- 
stances, turns into obstructionism 
—an obstructionism which is a 
grave peril to a nation facing an 
historic crisis. One that has al- 
ready discouraged our friends and 
allies and has given aid and com- 
fort to our enemies.” 

It was McNutt’s second address 
of the day. A former national 
commander of the American Le- 
gion, he had spoken at the Legion 
lincheon at Hotel Jefferson pre- 
ceding the Armistice day parade. 

Showdown With Japan. 

In both talks he predicted an 
imminent showdown between the 
United States and Japan. 

“Let us face the ugly facts,” he 
taid last night. “Momentous events 
are taking place in the East. 
Japan, heretofore a distant and 
temporizing partner of the Axis, 
seems about to become an active 
participant in its aggression — a 
articipant which threatens to sap 
the defensive strength of this 
nation. 


“We can take no chances on 


what Japan will do to hélp Hitler | 
forge his chain of iron from Lon- 
don through Viadivostok to India 
and Africa.” 

McNutt, returning to his theme 
on the need for unity, declared 
that if Hitler consolidates the labor 
forces, industrial facilities and re- 
sources of Europe, Asia and Africa, 
then “America, instead of being 
the most powerful nation inthe 
world, will become definitely the 
‘second’ world power — a point 
which: America First does not seem 
to understand.” 

Challenge to Isolationists. 

“Let any isolationist Senator or 
other American Firster look at Hit- 
ler’s performance of the last two 
years and then tell the American 
people that he would ‘deal’ gently 
With the United States,” he said. 

Pointing to the shortage of some 
materials for civilian consumption, 
the higher cost of living and in- 
creased taxes, the Federal Security 
Administrator asserted that “Hit- 
lerism already has caused the 
American standard of living . to 
tart down the descending spiral, 
as surely as in the nations against 
Which he is now hurling his legions 
of death and destruction.” 

McNutt was introduced by 
Branch Rickey, vice-president and 
general manager of the St. Louis 
Vance O. Smith, chair- 
man of the St. Louis chapter of 
the Committee to Defend America, 
presided.

against a “sudden and widespread 
attempt” by the Axis powers to 
sabotage the United States muni- 
tions, utility and transportation in- 
dustries. 

Already, he said, the Axis has 
started a propaganda attack de 
signed to disrupt Army morale. 
The “clever methods” used, he 
added, have suceeeded in upsetting 
the families of soldiers and have 
“misled” members of Congress. 

“We should realize,” the Army 
Chief of Staff said in a broadcast 
on Civilian Defense week, “that 
the more we, as a nation, influence 
the. course of this war, the more 
important it becomes for us to pro- 
tect every phase of our national 


life against the ‘efforts of the Axis 


powers to deter or weaken us,” 


Value of Defense Corps. 


The citizens’ defense corps, he 
said, will serve “a vital purpose in 
completing our general organiza- 
tion for the security of America, 
and I am sure that it will exert a 
strong influence in combating sec- 
ret and destructive efforts to 
divide and confuse our people.” 

He said it was not difficult for 
persons living along the coast to 
see the need for an air-raid warn- 
ing service, but it was more dif- 
ficult to convince people in the 
interior of the country ,that some 
of the most serious schemes for de- 
structive. action against our inter- 
ests are possibilities in their 
midst.” 


--“Tt seems best to speak very 
frankly on this particular sub- 
ject,” he continued, “The Gov- 
ernment today is constantly- on 
guard against. damage to our in- 
dustries or their products, but we 
must be prepared for a sudden and 
widespread attempt at sabotage 
directed against the entire mu- 
nitions’ industry, including the 
critical utilities and -transporta- 
tion facilities, 


“Nothing should be taken for 
granted. We should assume that 
at-a given moment wholesale 
sabotage may be attempted by the 
far-reaching organization 
has secretly and ceaselessly been 
planning for just such an oc 
casion.” 


Propaganda Methods. 


Despite the “seriousness of the 
possibilities” of sabotage, Gen. 
Marshall said he was more con- 
cerned over Axis propaganda meth- 
ods. 


His daily mail, he-asserted, re- 
flects such “German scheming” be- 
cause “letters come from families 
who are worrying about their boys 
in the army, who have been led to 
believe, for instance, that the 
soldiers lack food, lack proper 
shelter or medical attention. They 
come from members of Congress 
who have been similarly misled.” 
As an example of “seriously dis- 
turbing” results sometimes gained 
by propaganda, he cited events 
that occurred last summer, He re- 
called that popular interest in 
army matters, stirred by debate on 
the draft extension bill,.was at a 
peak, and that equipment, living 
conditions and training of the 
troops “were the subject of wide- 
spread discussion and publicity.” 
| “In this connection,” he said> “I 
wish to read an extract from the 
instructions issued by the German 
Minister of Propaganda last April: 
‘It is more effective,’ these instruc- 
tions state, ‘when the American 
press provides propaganda for our 
mill than if we do it ourselves,’” 

“Now what happened last sum- 
mer?” Marshall continued, “The 
debate was on, the criticisms of 
our good faith and judgment were 
naturally frequent, and the more 
unfavorable reactions of individual 
soldiers were broadcast. Mass de- 
sertions were reported to threaten 
the army in October.” 

As one result, he said, comments 
“seriously prejudicial to our inter- 
ests” appeared in Latin-American 
newspapers.

' The Majority Decision, 

The two opinions in the “cap- 
tive” mines case were given out 
together by the Mediation Board. 
That of the majority points out 
that all but 10 per cent of the pro- 
duction of coal in the United 
States is under union-shop condi- 
tions, and that 95 per cent of the 
miners who produce coal under 
open-shop conditions are members 
fof the United Mine Workers of 
America.

“It is hard to think of a reason 
why an individual should persis* 
in refusing to join the union,” says 
the majority report. “These in- 
dividuals could make a great con- 
tribution to untroubled labor rela- 
tions in the coa! industry and to 
the national welfare in this period 
of crisis by voluntarily joining the 
United Mine Workers of America, 
at least for the duration of this 
(the existing) contract.”

A description of the obstetrical 
services provided by the Frontier 
Nursing Service in an extremely 
rural section of the Kentucky hills

The area of 700 square miles is 
25 miles from the nearest railroad, 
contains only one all-weather road, 
and has no medical service other 
than that provided by Dr. Kooser’s 
organization. 

The section ‘3 divided into 12 
districts, each served by a nurse- 
midwife trained by the Frontier 
Service. In 10 of the districts 
nurses must make their calls on 
horseback, 

A. central hospital is available 
for difficult cases or emergencies. 
In one instance, Dr. Kooser relat- 
ed, complete apparatus for blood 
transfusion was carried 16 miles 
from the hospital by horseback to 
save the life of a mother. Despite 
such difficulties, however, the ma- 
ternal death rate has been only one 
in 1000, considerably lower than 
the niational average.

centration of red blood cells, pro- 
ducing disintegration of the liver 
and internal hemorrhages. 

This condition frequently can be 
relieved by injections of blood 
plasma or saline solutions, followed 
later by transfusions of whole blood. 
Although there has been consid- 
erable discussion of various ex- 
ternal treatments for burns, such 
as tannic acid, sulfathiazole, wet 
dressings, and the dyes now used 
in Britain, both physicians sug- 
gested that attention to internal 
changes was more important than 
the choice of a local treatment. 

Poisoning Among Children. 

Several cases of children who 
showed symptoms of trench 
mouth, rickets, or other diseases 
but actually were suffering from 
mineral poisons were reported by 
Dr. Julius A. Rossen, associate pro- 
fessor of pediatrics at Washington 
University. One case was that of 
a girl from a small Missouri town 
whose family physician thought 
she had infantile paralysis until 
it was learned she had been 
poisoned by lead in the school

NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., Nov. 
12 (AP).—Carl Doktorich, presi- 
dent of the ClIO-United Auto 
Workers of America, Local 824, 
said today a strike had “shut 
down completely” the Mack Manu- 
facturing Corporation plant, where 
2000 persons were employed on 
$10,000,000 worth of army tank 
transmissions. 

Koktorich said nearly all of the 
1400 day-shift workers had made 
the strike “100 per cent effective” 
by respecting a small picket line. 
He said office and maintenance 
personnel and men employed on 
perishable work were allowed to 
enter the plant. Pickets were or- 
derly, police said. 

A meeting of 300 CIO members 
voted the strike last night, Dok- 
torich said, several hours after 
100 members of the Mack Inde- 
pendent Employes’ Association 
and the CIO union conducted a 
spontaneous walkout. 


The CIO said it would seek a/| 


15-cent hourly wage increase. 

Edward Gray, UAW internation- 
al representative, said the strike 
vote was in protest against the 
company’s sponsorship of the in- 
dependent unit, winner of a re- 
cent National Labor Relations 
Board election and against a de- 
lay in granting pay increases. 


STRIKERS RETURN 
TO NAVY PROJECTS 


SAN DIEGO, Cal., Nov. 12 (AP). 
~—A strike settlement returned 2164 
AFL craftsmen to work today on 
$25,000,000 in navy and marine de- 
fense projects in the San Diego 
area. 

At the requ of Federal Con- 
ciliator Harry Malcom, the navy 
modified its ultimatum to. the 
strikers that they be back on the 
job at 8 a. m. and agreed to a 
four-hour delay to enable the men 
to receive a report on the settle- 
ment. 

Only Concession by Navy. 

A spokesman said this was the 
only concession from the navy’s 
original position as stated by Rear 
Admiral Charles A. Blakely, Elev- 
enth District commandant. 

The Admiral had termed the 
strike “open revolt against the 
United States Government,” which 
brought a reply from K. G. Bitter, 
Building Trades*Council secretary, 
that “if any of our men were in 
revolt against the Government, we 
would be the first to expel them.” 

In calling the strike Monday, 
Bitter said the action was directed 
at contractors awarded construc- 
tion jobs on navy and marine ex- 
pansion programs, but Admiral 
Blakely said the labor leaders were 
“defying only one contractor—the 
United States Government.” 

The strike was called to enforce 
a demand for a $l-a-day wage in- 
crease which union leaders said 
was justified because of a 27% per 
cent increase in the cost of living 
in San Diego in the last year.

Outfielder Cullenbine, Only 
Brownie to Figure in 
Voting, Tenth With 29 
Points. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 12 (AP).—The 
amazing six-year career of Joe Di- 
Maggio with the New York Yan- 
kees—in which he never hit lower 
than .323, never walloped fewer 
than 29 home runs a season and 
never drove in fewer than 125 runs 
—has a new angle, his selection for 
the second time as the American 
League’s most valuable player. He 
also was selected in 1939. 

The slugging outfielder, who set 
the baseball world on fire with a 
record string of hits in 56 consecu- 
tive games during the past season, 
was voted again by the Baseball 
Writers’ Association of America 
for the award he received in 1939. 

The committee of 24 writers, with 
Tom Swope of Cincinnati as their 
chairman, voted unanimously for 
DiMaggio, Ted Williams of the 
Boston Red Sox and Bob Feller of 
the Cleveland Indians. (DiMaggio 
will receive the Sporting News 
trophy.) 

Fifteen committeemen cast first- 
place votes for Joe and the other 
nine approved him for second. 
Eight nominated Williams for first, 
14 for second and two for third. 
Feller was named by 14 for third, 
six for fourth, one for fifth, two 
for sixth and one for seventh. 

One First for Lee. 

The only player besides DiMag- 
gio and Williams to collect a first 
place ballot was Thornton Lee of 
the Chicago White Sox, named by 
one writer. Lee was recognized for 
his 22 pitching victories and Wil- 
liams for his .406 batting average, 
which led the league. 

Neither league’s most valuable 
player of 1940 repeated. Frank Mc- 
Cormick of Cincinnati, honored in 
the National League a year ago, 
did not receive a single vote in the 
1941 balloting. Hank Greenberg of 
the Detroit Tigers, the American 
League’s most valuable player a 
year ago, spent most of the 1941 
season in the army and had no op- 
portunity to win the award again. 

DiMaggio also played for the 
American League in the annual 
All-Star game for the sixth time in 
his six-year major league career. 

29 Points for Cullenbine. 

The 23-year-old Williams, in his 
third season in the major leagues, 
outstripped Cecil Travis of Wash- 
ington, his nearest rival for the 
batting title, by 47 points. Feller, 
also 23, pitched the Indians to vic- 
tory 25 times, but was the loser in 
13 contests. 

Only one member of the St. Louis 
Browns—Roy Cullenbine, outfielder 
—figured in the voting. Cullenbine 
finished in tenth in the annual poll 
with 29 points to his credit, . 

With 14 points counting for a 
first place yote, nine for a second, 
eight for a third, and so on, Di- 
Maggio totaled 291 points. Wil- 
liams had 254, Feller 174 and Lee 
144. Players receiving 10 or more 
points were:

Tracing of Source of Dis- 
ease Related at Medical 
Meeting—Steps Toward 
Control Taken. 


The end of an eight-year search 
for the carrier of the St. Louis 
type of encephalitis or American 
sleeping sickness seemed a step 
nearer today as researchers from 
far corners of the country swapped 
notes in and outside sessions of 
the Southern Medical Association 
and its guests, the American So- 
clety and American Academy of 
Tropical Medicine. 


Insects were suspected from the 
moment in the unusually hot and 
unusually mosquito-ridden summer 
of 1933 when Public Health Service 
scientists, sticking pins in a map 
of the metropolitan area in the St. 
Louis Health Division office to 
represent the first scattering cases, 
found that they ranged along the 
outskirts. of the city and the course 
of the once infamous River des 
Peres. 

But if some gangster mosquito 
was the culprit, they couldn't get 
a thing on him. Here ‘and in half 
a dozen other medical centers to 
which live virus and St. Louis mos- 
quito families were shipped—as 
carefully as rubies—the net results 
in transmitting the disease by in- 
sects remained a large goose egg. 


More Evidence on Disease. 

For eight years all the evidence 
was circumstantial, though it has 
been steadily dev loped through 
that period, up to a paper on “Geo- 
graphic Pathology of St. Louis En- 
cephalitis” presented in the pathol- 
ogy 
Albert’ E, Casey of New Orleans. 
Dr. Casey carried a step farther 
the evidence in the routes along 
which the disease spread in the 
two St. Louis outbreaks. 


Those routes, he concluded, sug- 
gested a mosquito carrier. Limits 
of circumstantial evidence were 
mentioned in discussion opened by 
Dr. J. Earle Smith of the St. 
Louis Health Division and Dr. 
Margaret Smith, Washington Uni- 


con- 
trary evidence in circumstance 
noted in a Massachusetts outbreak 
ef a horse encephalitis which af- 
-fects human beings and, before 
1933, had been shown to travel by 
mosquito. There 70 per cent of 
human patients were children — 
presumably least able to protect 
themselves from mosquito bites— 
whereas the St. Louis outbreaks 
concentrated on older people in 
1937 and especially in 1933. 


Mosquitoes Trapped, Frozen. 


But positive evidence now has 
been found, as Dr. K. F. Meyer 
of the University of California 
Hooper Foundation at San Fran- 
cisco, who reported it briefly in 
Science last month, explained to 
reporters today. Dr. Meyer's staff 
tackled it a new way this year 
when both the St. Louis ‘and equine 
strains of the disease affected 
about 100 persons in Yakima, 
Wash. A field crew trapped hun- 
dreds of mosquities alive, classified 
them, froze them with dry ice 
and shipped them to San Francisco 
for laboratory tests, along with 
samples: of blood serums from 300 
domestic animals. 

In the laboratory, material pre- 
pared by grinding and centrifug- 
ing the mosquito groups, was in- 
jected in white mice. Some mice 
developed symptoms, identified by 
a standard laboratory check as St. 
Louis encephalitis. The mosquito 
was the culex tarsalis, sister of the 
big, cigar-shaped, far-flying and 
hard-biting culex pipiens which is 
most common here, The tarsalis is 
also found here, said Dr. Meyer, 
and he heard with approval that 
first steps toward mosquito con- 
trol have been taken. 

Not only the mosquito was in- 
criminated, he added. His labora- 
tory findings indicated the St. 
Louis strain of the disease was 
found in the ordinary barnyard 
population, especially chickens. 
Here, he reasoned, was a likely 
intermediary with mosquities in 
the transmission of the disease to 


man. 
Sanitation Began in Crimea. 

Military sanitation and tropical 
medicine began in scourges that 
wracked the British troops of 
1854-56 in the Crimea, where Ger- 
man and Russian armies are 
locked today, Dr. Thomas _ T. 
Mackie of the Cornell and Colum- 
bia medical faculties said in his 
presidential address at the annual 
luncheon of the Society today at 
Hotel Statler. 

Today's medical picture in the 
Crimea is so far unknown to the 
outside world, he added, but in- 
evitably it is a replica of that of. 
the ‘50s, mitigated by the steps 
begun by Florence Nightingale 
when 20,000 of the British army 
of 70,000 men laying siege to Se- 
vastopol were killed by germs 
deadlier than the Czar’s cannon. 
Only as the Red and Nazi com- 
mands have kept their medical de- 
fenses abreast of their most revo- 
lutionary mechanization can they 
fight off the assaults of cholera, 
typhoid and dysentery from May 
until December, with typhus, a 
mere sniper in the hot months, 
massing for a major attack in 
winter.

Little Business in 
Real Danger From 
Priorities Under 
Defense Program. 


By GEN. HUGH S. JOHNSON 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 12, 


R. KNUDSEN is reported to 
have said that next year 53 
per cent of American industry 
will be engaged in defense work. 
He certainly cannot mean 53 per 
cent of the number of establish- 
ments. A few score of big ctor- 
porations are getting by by far the 
bulk of all this business, and about 


-| 140,000, or by far the bulk of other 
-|} concerns, are getting nothing and 


are beginning a process of closing 
up for want of materials. 

I have a report from the Illinois 
division of the Association of 
Small Business Men resulting from 
a statewide canvass by question- 
naire. The results are shocking. 

In the first place only 26 per 
cent of these little factories were 
entirely adaptable to defense work, 
62 per cent adaptable only in part 
and 12 per cent not adaptable at 
all. Seventy-three per cent of 
adaptable plants have applied for 
defense work, and 22 per cent have 
had some business. Of 27 per cent 
of the employers asked how many 
employes had been laid off the 
answers ranged from one to 75 
per cent-—and this process of na- 
tional economic suicide has just 
begun, 

‘Little Fellows’ in Danger. 
Unless these “little fellows” can 
get defense orders or raw mate- 
rials, 64 per cent of them report 
that they will have to go out of 
business and the other’ 36 per cent 
of answers were only a little less 
lugubrious. 

The principal raw materials re- 
quired for them to carry on in 45 
per cent of cases is steel; 20 per 
cent, aluminum; 19 per cent, brass; 
13 per cent, copper; 12 per cent, 
zinc; 10 per cent, wire; 8 per cent 
chemicals, and 12 per cent miscel- 
laneous. 

On the availability of steel the 
president of the American Iron and 
Steel Institute reports our ingot 
steel production will be 82,000,000 
tons and that for this calendar 
year defense requirements, includ- 
ing Britain and Canada, will be 
18,000,000 tons. 

Next year the defense require- 
ments may be somewhat higher, 
but so will ingot production, by 
6,000,000 tons. From these figures

~ Research thus far has played only a minor part in 
the formation of national policy in these fields, the 
report says. How policies are determined is known 
to every observer; they are “largely the result of the 
pull and haul of special interest forces: corporate 
profits this year and next, trade association or cham- 
ber of commerce drives, labor union pressure, the 
veterans’ vote, political party advantage or prestige, 
personal ambitions in the next election.” Decisions 
too often are not based on the actual merits or weak- 
nesses of a measure, as shown by analysis, but by a 
test of strength among special interests applying 
their pressure upon Congress. . 

It is the view of the. Twentieth Century Fund that 
thorough, impartial studies, with widespread pub- 
lication of their results, can in time supplant the de- 
pendence of policy-makers upon the cross-pull of spe- 
cial interests for guidance. * The fund has issued 
many valuable reports, on such varied subjects as 
consumer credit, economic sanctions, debts, taxation, 
old-age security, group medical service and security

L. H. Hurtt, 6509 Woodrow ave- 
nue, Pine Lawn, plans to stop at 
the Franklin County (Mo.) Poor 
Farm tonight for the most expen- 
sive meal he has ever eaten. Main 
course of the dinner will be veni- 
son from a deer which was killed 
last night when it ran head-on 
into Hurtt’s automobile on High- 
way 66, near Stanton, about 50 
miles southwest of St. Louis. 

“Tl was driving back from Fort 
Leonard Wood, where I was doing 
some asbestos work,” Hurtt told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, “when 
a four-point buck, weighing 225 
pounds, suddenly bounded over a 
hill and crashed right into the 
front of my car. The deer was in- 
stantly killed, and about $200 dam- 
age was done to the car.” 

Hurtt thought he might recoup 
part of the damages by taking the 
buck’s carcass home with him, but 
a game warden had other ideas. 
“T’ll take it to the poor farm at 
Union,” the warden told Hurtt. 
“If you'd like to eat a venison 
steak, drop by the poor farm to- 
morrow.”

Despite Big Rise 


in National Income 


Commerce Department Says September In- 
come Was at Record Rate of 92 Billion a 
Year, But Real Wages Fell. | 


ae | 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 12 (AP).— 
The Commerce Department warned 
today that price rises are beginning 
to outrun increased national in- 
come so that many workers are 
no better off than before they 
made more money. 

Observing that the national in- 
come reached in September a rate 
equivalent to $92,000,000,000 a year 
—the highest rate in history and 
$10,000,000,000 more than the actual 
1940 figure—the department added, 
nevertheless, that “the gains in 
income payments for August and 
September were approximately off- 
set by rising prices . . . and the 
real volume of non-agricuitural in- 
come showed a marked decline.” 
This meant, for instance, that a 
man making $40 a week now might 
not be able to buy as much with 


his wages as he was able to buy 
several months ago with a smaller 
pay check because prices of mer- 
chandise increased faster than his 
Wage rate. 

September income payments—to- 
tal of all money paid for wages, 
dividends, net rents, interest, relief 
and individual business profits — 
are estimated at $8,099,000,000, com- 
pared with $7,270,000,000 in Aug- 
ust and $6,574,000,000 in September 
of last year. 

Income payments in the first 
nine months of the year aggre- 
gated $64,332,000,000, or 17 per 
cent more than in the similar pe- 
riod last year, In these periods, 
wage payments were up 21 per 
cent, individual business and farm 
profits iricreased 14 per cent, and 
dividends gained 10 per cent,

One reason I prefer this theory 
is this: Throughout the life of the 
Russo-German pact the Soviet 
Government was breaking its neck 
to prepare for war with Germany. 

It did not expect war on precise- 
ly the date it came, but it knew 
war was inevitable and it knew 
that when it came it wanted Amer- 
ica and Britain on its side. It 
wanted those countries to be just 
as strong as possible, because. it 
was under no illusions about the 
strength of the Nazis. Thus, the 
policies of the British and Ameri- 
can Communist parties during the 
life of the pact were wholly in- 
consistent with the policy of the 
parent party, the Communist Party 
of Russia, which runs the Soviet 
Union. And it seems to me obvi- 
ous that Soviet Russia lost more 
through the Comintern’s obstruc- 
tionist policies than it could possi- 
bly have gained in diplomatic ma- 
neuvers with Ribbentrop. 

But whatever is the truth, it was 
surprising to find a universally

I see Mr. Lioyd George there. 
We shared in a very humble posi- 
tion but with full knowledge ter- 
rible anxieties of 1917. We saw the 
figures mount, but we also saw 
the sudden fall. However, we must 
not count at all that the danger 
is past. 

Net Losses Cut. 

But the facts are more favor- 
able than represented in ‘the de- 
cline in the four-monthly period 
of from 500,000 to 180,000, because 
from the point of view of keeping 
alive your lines of communication 
and waging war you have to take 
in account not only of what is lost 
but of new building. 

I do not intend to give exact fig- 
ures about new building, but mak- 
ing allowances for the new build- 
ing, net loss to our mercantile ma- 
rine, ‘apart from captures from the 
enemy or United States assistance, 
the net loss has been reduced in 
the last four months to a good 
deal less than one-fifth of what it 
was in the previous four months. 
This has been done in spite of the 
fact that there never have been 
more U-boats or long range air- 
craft than are working now. 

While that fact should lead us 
to increase our successful exer- 
tions and should in no way favor 
an easy habit of mind, it does give 
solid and sober assurance that we 
shall be able to maintain our sea- 
borne traffic until the great Amer- 
ican shipbuilding promised for 1942 
comes into service. The United 
States are building merchant ships 
on-a scale many times what we 
could do in this island. 

If we are able to get through 
this year. we shall certainly find 
ourselves in a good supply of ships 
in 1942 and if the war against 
U-boats and enemy aircraft con- 
tinues to prosper as it has done— 
about which, of course, there can 
be no guarantee—it seems to me 
the freedom-loving powers will be 
possessed of large quantities of 
ships in 1943 which will enable 
overseas operations to take place 
utterly beyond British resources 
at the present time. 


Axis Losses at Sea. 


Meanwhile destruction of enemy 
shipping is proceeding with even 
greater violence than before. Dur- 
ing the four months ending. in 
October, there were sunk or 
seriously damaged nearly a mil- 
lion tons. In the Mediterranean, 
enemy losses have been particular- 
ly severe and there is evidence that 
he is finding it very difficult to 
reinforce or even supply his armies 
on the African shores. 

This last (Axis) convoy Was a 
particularly valuable one and its 
‘total destruction together with the 
devastation being wrought by our 
submarines in the Mediterranean 
is certainly very much to be re- 
joiced over. 

There are at least 40,000 women, 
children and noncombatants in 
Abyssinia (Ethiopia). Some time 
ago, guided by humanitarian in- 
stincts, we offered to let the Ital- 
ian government take these people 
home if they would send them un- 
der the necessary safeguards to 
ports of the Red Sea. The Italian 
government accepted this proposal 
and an agreement was reached on 
all details. 

But they never have been able 
so far to send the ships necessary 
because destruction of their ship- 
ping is proceeding at such a high 
rate and to such a serious extent.

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But that is much more than we 
had the right to expect when the 
Italians made war upon us and 
the French deserted us in the 
Mediterranean 18 months ago.

Coal Position Favorable. 


Some time ago we were anxious 
about our coal position, and it still 
gives us cause for concern. I am 
glad to say, however, thanks to 
the president of the Board of Trade 
and secretary for mines, the situa- 
tion is better than appeared likely 
a few months ago. Our stocks of 
coal are now between two and 
three million tons larger than they 
were a year ago, and they are far 
better distributed. ... 

There are good grounds for be- 
lieving we shall come through the 
winter all right without having to 
derange the Army by having to 
withdraw miners from their pla- 
toons. 

There is nothing Hitler would

Acting Head of Inquiry 
Committee Backs Roose- 
velt in Charges Against 


BUENOS AIRES, Nov. 12 (AP). 
~—Support for President Roose- 
velt’s recent assertion that Ger- 


many has designs on South Amer- 
ica came last night from the act- 
ing chairman of Argentina’s “Dies 
Committee.” 

Declaring he had evidence to 
back the President's statement, 
Juan Antonio Solari, acting head 
of a congressional committee in- 
vestigating subversive activities, 
said Adolf Hitler already had ap- 
pointed a “gauleiter” (district 
leader) for a proposed “Ibero- 
American protectorate” and had 
named regional directors to con- 
trol Nazi orgunization units in Ar- 
gentina and other South American 
nations. 

He said the general headquar- 
ters for an ambitious German col- 
onization scheme was installed in 
Argentina two years ago. 

Headquarters Moved. 

“German headquarters for South 
America formerly were in Brazil,” 
he said, “but when the National 
Socialists found in Argentina a bet- 
ter atmosphere and various groups 
of sympathizers and collaborators 
they installed general headquarters 
here.” 

Books and maps found by com- 
mittee investigators and the map 
President Roosevelt mentioned in 
his Navy day speech, Solari as- 
serted, formed “an expression of 
the dominant sentiment of the 
Third Reich, whose ambitions for 
world hegemony it is not necessary 
to stress.” 

Support From Brazil. 

Simultaneously, Foreign Minister 
Oswaldo Aranha of Brazil was 
quoted by the Porto Alegre news- 
paper Folha de Tarde in an inter- 
view as backing President Getulio 
Vargas’ recent pledge of full Bra- 
zilian co-operation in the common 
defense of the Americas. 

“We are and wish to be Pan- 
Americanists,” Aranha was quoted. 
“We will not be neutral if there is 
any participation by one American 
nation in the war.” 

The Foreign Minister said later 
that Brazil would not permit any 
other nation to build air bases on 
its coast, “but in the event of ag- 
gression the bases we build our- 
selves will actually belong to all 
American countries.”

It has now been 
possible to establish this ipso loco

frontier, of which six have been 
discovered up to the present, as 
well as a new highway construct- 
ed solely for offensive purpose and 
numerous airfields reveal beyond 
doubt the aggressive plans of the 
Soviet Union and the untenable 
strategic position in which Finland 
has been placed by these prepara- 
tions. 

In an effective defense Finland’s 
right, which no one can deny, 
is possible to Finland only by 
transferring her defense into these 
very areas, and in this respect no 
distinction can be made between 
the areas ceded under the terms 
of the Moscow peace and other 
areas now occupied by Finland, 
Grievances Listed.

negotiate a new peace -treaty.” 
When Mr. Procope asked whether 
the Soviet Government had re- 
quested the Government of the 
United States to transmit this in- 
formation the answer was negative 
from Mr. Welles, who amended his 
statement as follows:

Hermann A. Kretschmar, a lead- 
ing claimant to the $20,000,000 
snuff fortune of Henrietta E, Gar- 
rett of Philadelphia and a former 
St. Louisan, died yesterday after- 
noon at St. Elizabeth’s Hospital in 
Belleville following a heart attack. 
He was 92 years old. 


Kretschmar was admitted to the 
hospital Saturday for treatment of 
an. infection of the left eye and 


had resided at the Original Springs 
Hotel in Okawville, Il., 40 miles 
soutieast of St. Louis. It was 
from his secluded life at Okaw- 
ville that Kretschmar traveled to 
Philadelphia iast month to become 
the star cleimant to the fabulous 
Garrett estate, and the quips and 
wisecracks of the spry nonagen- 
arian greatly enlivened the hear- 


ing. 

Basis of His Claim. 
Testifying there two weeks ago, 
Kretschmar, who was involved in 
a sensational murder case here 32 
years ago, asserted he was entitled 
to the estate because he was the 
only full cousin of .Mgs. Garrett, 
widow of snuff manufacturer Wal- 
ter E. Garrett. He identified him- 
self as the son of Johann Fred- 
erick Kretschmar, adventurer who 
died here in 1865, and said his 
father’s sister was the mother of 
Mrs. Garrett. 

Asked at the hearing if he was 
married, he replied: “Married? 
Not me. I always traveled too far 
and too fast to get married. I was 
a traveling salesman. Everybody 
ought to get married, but I never 
had the time.” 

He told the special master will- 
ingly of the circumstances under 
which he was convicted of the 
murder of his former business as- 
sociate, Clarence N. Jones, in St. 
Louis, in 1909. He had been dropped 
as secretary of the Commonwealth 
Feed Mills Co., of which Jones was 
president, and went to Jones’ of- 
fice to demand retraction of state- 
ments in a letter from Jones to a 
Philadelphia concern, which 
Kretschmar said reflected on his 
character.

Soft Water Is Best for Skin 


By Dr. Mary Fadyen 


RANDMA relied on her rain 

barrel for soft water for wash- 

ing both face and clothes—for 
rain water is “soft.” Hard water 
is drying and irritating; it con- 
tains minerals and does not lather 
well but forms a _  dirty-looking 
curd with soap. And it wastes 
good soap. 

Boiling may be sufficient to 

soften some hard water. Another 
way to soften hard water is by 
the addition of one teaspoon of 
borax and one teaspoon. of cook- 
ing soda to a basin of water. 
' There are also special hard-wa- 
ter soaps which do not form so 
many curds. If the skin is sensi- 
tive to such soaps or to the alka- 
line content of water softeners, 
they should not be used. Sran, 
starch and oatmeal have long 
been relied on to reduce the harsh 
action of hard water. One table- 
spoonful of starch may be added 
to a basin of water. The bran or 
oatmeal is placed in a little bag 
of muslin and allowed to soak in 
the water until it is thoroughly 
wet, then the bag is squeezed into 
the water. 


Why are baths necessary? To 
remove dirt, dead skin cells. To 
banish and prevent odors. To pro- 
mote skin health. 

But don’t overdo this business of

bathing, with too many and ‘too 
hot baths, especially if your skin 
is sensitive. Use warm water— 
this softens the skin cells and 
helps cleansing. Use a wash cloth 
or bath brush, for skin stimula- 
tion and easier removal of skin 
flakes. After the bath, rinse off 
all the soap with lukewarm or 
cool water. Dry thoroughly and 
dust with bath powder; this less- 
ens friction and discourages 
germs.

FTER years of steady de 

cline, the birth rate in the 

United States is showing an 
increase. There were 91,000 more 
births in 1940 than in 1939. The 
birth rate jumped from 17.3 to 
17.9. In 1941 during the first four 
months there were 20,000 more 
births in the United States than. 
during the corresponding’ months 
in 1940. We are nearly up to the 
German rate. 


There is ph he Sie problem 
in the supply of dentists, It is 
question whether the armed serv- 
ices need dentists more than the 
civil population, The Dental Re- 
serve Corps has now sufficient of- 
ficers to meet the requirements of 
the War Department, but it is a 
question whether in calling too 
many, some communities in the 
civil population will suffer a 
shortage or not. Local boards are 
advised that they must determine 
in a given case whether the local 
community needs a dentist enough 
go that he should be deferred.

CHAPTER 22 
ERLIN, Nov. 6, 1940—Roosevelt has been re-elected for a third 
term! It is a resounding slap for Hitler and the whole Nazi regime. 
For despite Willkie’s almost outdoing the President in his promises 
to work for Britain’s victory, the Nazis ardently wished the Republican 


candidate to win. 

Because Roosevelt is one of the 
few real leaders produced by the 
democracies since the war (look at 
France; look at Britain until, 
Churchill took over!) and because 
he can be tough, Hitler has always 


had a healthy respect for him and 
even a certain fear. (He admires 
Stalin for his toughness.) Part of 
Hitler’s success has been due to 
the luck of having mediocre men 
like Daladier and Chamberlain in 
charge of the destinies of the de- 
mocracies. I’m told that, since the 
abandonment for this fall of the 
invasion of Britain, Hitler has 
more and more envisaged Roose- 
velt as the strongest enemy in his 
path to world power, or even to 
victory in Burope.

verge of starvation nor seriously 
hampered the Nazi war machine. 

As to British air attacks on Ger- 
many, their value so far has been 
principally psychological, bringing 
the war home to the weary civilian 
population. The actual physical 
damage has on the whole not been 
very great. In general, the dam- 
age has been greatest in the 
Ruhr. Next to the Ruhr, the Ger- 
man ports of Hamburg and 
Bremen and the naval bases at 
Wilhelmshaven and Kiel have re- 
ceived the severest bombing. But 
they have not yet been put out of 
business. Undoubtedly the most 
savage British bombing has been 
reserved for the German-occupied 
Channel ports. There is little left 
of the docks at Ostend, Dunkirk, 
Calais, and Boulogne. Berlin itself 
has suffered comparatively little 
damage. 

How many airplanes has Ger- 
many? I don’t know, but I do 


know something about German air- || 


plane production. At the mément 
it varies between 1500 and 1600 
planes a month. Maximum Ger- 
man production capacity is 3000 
planes a month. That is, Goering 
could force production up to that 
figure if he had all the supplies he 
needed and ordered all available 
plants to be run at full capacity 
24 hours a day, seven days a week. 

After a year and a half of actual 
total war German morale is still 
good. There is no popular én- 
thusiasm for the war. There never 
was. Yet as the war goes into its 
second long, dark winter, public 
morale is fairly high. How explain 
the contradiction? Keep in mind 
three things: 

First, that the millennium-old 
longing of Germans for political 
unification has been fulfilled. Hit- 
ler achieved it, where all others in 
the past—the Hapsburgs, the Hoh- 
enzollerns, Bismarck—failed. Few 
people outside this country realize 
how this unification has knitted 
the German nation together, given 
the people self-confidence and a 
sense of historical mission, and 
made them forget their personal 
dislike of the Nazi regime. 

Second, morale is good because 
the German people feel they have 
this summer revenged the terri- 
ble defeat of 1918 and have 
achieved a string of military vic- 
tories which has at last ensured 
their place in the sun. 

Third, one of the prime springs 
which push the German people 
along in full support of a war 
which they would end tomorrow 
if they could, is their growing 
fear of the consequences of de- 
feat. Slowly but surely they are 
beginning to realize the frightful 
magnitude of the seeds of wrath 
which their high-booted troops 
and Gestapo men have sown in 
Europe. More than one German 
of late has confided to me his 
fears. 

It must also be noted down that 
Hitler’s frenzy for bloody con- 
quest is by no means exclusive 
to him in Germany. The urge to 
expansion, the hunger for land 
and space, for what the Germans 
call Lebensraum, has lain long in 
the soul of the people. That this 
space would have to be taken 
from others made no difference. 
It is this basic feeling in almost 
all Germans that the “lesser 
breed” of Europeans are not en- 
titled to absolute rights of their 
own, to a piece of land to till 4nd 
live on, to the very towns and 
cities they have built up with 
their own sweat and toil, if a

part responsible for the present 
state of Europe. 

It is the evil genius of Adolf 
Hitler that has aroused this basic 
feeling and given it tangible ex- 
pression. Notwithstanding many 
reports to the contrary which 
float abroad, he is the sole and 
absolute boss of Germany, brook- 
ing no interference, rarely asking 
and almost never heeding sugges- 
tions from his intimidated lieu- 
tenants.

ERMAN GOERING is very 
H cctinitely the Number Two 

man in Germany and the only 
Nazi who could carry on the pres- 
ent regime were Hitler to pass on. 
The fat, bemedalled Richmarshal 
enjoys a popularity among the 
masses second only to Hitler’s—but 
for opposite reasons. Where Hitler 
is distant, legendary, nebulous, an 
enigma as a human being, Goer- 
ing is a salty, earthy, lusty man 
of flesh and blood. The Germans 
like him because they understand 
him, 


Goebbels, who used to be Num- 
ber Three, has lost ground since 
the war, partly because he has 
been swept aside by the military 
and the secret police, partly be- 
cause he has bungled his prop- 
aganda job at crucial moments, as 
when he ordered the press and 
radio to celebrate the victory of 
the Graf Spee the day before it 
was scuttled. 


Goebbels’ place as the third man 
in Germany has been taken by 
Heinrich Himmler, the mild-man- 
nered little fellow who looks like 
a harmless country school teach- 
er, but whose ruthlessness, bru- 
tality, and organizing talents have 
landed him in a key position in 
the Third Reich, He's important 
because he has whipped the Ges- 
tapo into an organization which 
now watches over almost every 
department of life in the country 
and which keeps for Hitler a 
watchful eye on the army itself. 

There is one final question to 
be tackled in these rambling con- 
clusions: does Hitler contemplate 
war with the United States? I am 
firmly convinced that he does con- 
template it and that, if he wins 
in Europe and Africa, he will in 
the end launch it unless we are 
prepared to adapt ourselves to a 
subservient place in his totalitar- 
ian scheme of things. For to Hit- 
ler there will not be room in this 
small world for two great systems 
of life, government, and trade. For 
this reason I think he also will 
attack Russia, probably before he 
tackles the Americas. 


flict between the totalitarian and 
democratic ways of life, but also 
between Pan-German imperialism, 
whose aim is world domination, 
and the fundamental urge of most 
of the other nations on the earth 
to live as they please. And just as 


Hitler’s Germany can never dom- 


inate the continent of Europe as 
long as Britain holds out, neither 
can it master the world as long 
as the United States stands un- 
afraid in its path. 

How would Germany ever attack 
the United States? I have heard 
Germans suggest the following 
possibilities: 

If they got all or part of the 
British navy or have time to build 
in Europe’s shipyards (whose total 


capacity is far beyond ours) a 


fairly strong navy, they would at- 
tempt to destroy in the Atlantic 
that part of our fleet which was 
not engaging the Japanese in the 
Pacific. This done, they could 
move an army and air force in 
stages across the North Atlantic, 
basing. first on Iceland, then 
Greenland, then Labrador, then 
Newfoundland and thence down 
the Atlantic seaboard. This sounds 
fantastic, perhaps, but at the pre- 
sent time we have no great air 
force to oppose such a move. 
Most Germans talk more con- 
vincingly of a move across the 
South Atlantic, They assume that 
Germany will have the French 
port of Dakar from which to jump 
off for South America. They as- 
sume too that the main United 


States fleet will be engaged in 
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the Pacific. From Dakar to Brazil 
is a much shorter distance than 
from Hampton Roads to Brazil. 
A German naval force based on 
the African port could feasibly 
operate in Brazilian waters, but 
these waters are almost too far 
for an American fleet to be effect- 
ive in. Transports could get there 
from Dakar before’ transports 
from America arrived. Fifth-col- 
umn action by the hundreds of 
thousands of Germans in Brazil 
and Argentine would paralyze any 
defense which those countries 
might try to put up. South America 
could thus, think these Germans, 
be taken fairty easily. And once
